The flurry was a _ record-breaker in 
the arnals og the Atlanta weather bu- 
reau, which runs back for .more than 
twenty-six vears. 

The snow didn't last long, but it kept 
on snowing plenty long enough to leavé 
no possible chance for argument as to 
whether or not it did snow. 

The soft white material began to ap- 
pear in At’enta about 4:30 o'clock and ;

The Fourth Class Postmasters. 

The fourth class postmasters of 
Texas are moving systematically ia 
the effort to secure legislative relief 
through congress, and they are enlist- 
ing the assistance of not only the 
fourth class postmasters throughout 
the country, but of all those who be- 
lieve that they are asking for noth- 
ing more than is just and proper. 

Their claims aré set forth by their 
state organization in the following 
statements: 

1. Under the present 
their positions ! the hollow of the 
hands of a few local politicians, more 
or less favoritism must be shown, but 
under the civil service they could live 
up to the rostal laws and regulations, 
doing their duty without fear or favor, 
ani a better and safer service would 
result. 

2. Lrder the present system a fourth 
cliss pcstmaster is commissioned to 
hold office “durine the pleasure of the 
postmaster general,’”’ and it may be one 
day or ten years, his “‘pledsure’’ being 
tie “vill and desire of the local and 
state rolitical organfzations, so in jus- 
tics to himself and those dependent 
uyon kim. he can provide only such ot: 
fica rocm, furniture and fixtures as 
are absolutely necessary to conduct the 
business of the office. The postmaster, 
realizing that his position is secure, 
would provide such room and fixtures as 
wiild prove most convenient for him- 
self and the patrons of the office, know- 
ing that he would not be dismiss. 
from the service without just cause. 

3. Under the present system iliit- 
erate and incompetent men are often 
appointed postmaster through politi- 
ca] “‘pull’’ who cause no end of trouble, 
both to the department and the patrons 
of the office. Under civil service, 
fourth class postmasters would be ap- 
pointed after a competitive examina- 
tion as are the clerks in the larger of- 
fices, the city and rural carriers, and 
the railway postal clerks, and the most 
competent men and women available 
would be appointed, insuring the best 
of service, 

4. The position is as much a clerical 
one as either the city clerks or carriers, 
rural carriers or the railway postal 
clerks, and the same _ care should be 
exercised in making appointments. 

5. Their tenure of office depending 
entirely upon the faithful performance 
of the duties of the office, and the law 
requiring employees to be prompt and 
courteous in their dealing with the 
public, they would be forced to the 
very highest point of efficiency, the pa- 
trons and the department each being 
vastly benefited and the service vastly 
improved, 

It certainly seems that of all of- 
ficials in the service of the govern- 
ment, none should more properly be 
placed under the protection of the 
civil service than the fourth class 
postmasters. Under existing condi- 
tions any fourth class postmaster is 
liable to lose his place at a moment’s 
notice, whatever may be the excel: 
lence of his record. His position is 
dependent upon the changeable con- 
ditions of the department at Wasn- 
ington, as expressed through the in- 
dividuality of the postmaster-genera!, 
whether he be republican or demo- 
cratic. He is hable at any time tu 
be removed at the mandate of a party 
“boss” and to be succeeded by some- 
one who may not render half as ef- 
ficient service. A guarantee of rea- 
sonable tenure of office, dependent 
only upon efficient administration, 
would give assurance of more satis- 
factory service and would give the 
public the benefit of better facilities. 

The pay of fourth class postmasters 
is perhaps proportionately less than 
the compensation allowed in any other 
department of the government serv- 
ice, and this can be demonstrated so 
conclusively that no one can doubt 
the justice of the appeal for a rea- 
sonable increase. 

It is to be hoped that congress, at 
its approaching session, will give the 
relief asked for, and we believe thet 
every member of the Georgia delega- 
tion will be glad to cooperate to that 
end.

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Good and Bad Coffee. 

Americans are the greatest con: 
sumers of coffec in tne world, and 
yet, coffee epicures assert, it is sel- 
dom one is fortunate enough to be 
able to procure a cup of perfect cof- 
fee in this country. The making of 
the delicious beverage is a fine att, 
though simple enough once the secret 
is learned. 

Most coffee is distilled by long boil- 
ing, the drinker obtaining the dele- 
terious effects of the berry and losing 
much of its subtle flavor ¢nd aroma 
by the process. Undoubtedly coffee 
thus made is injurious, both to the 
stomach and the nerves. Properly 
made coffee should have a very brief 
period of infusion and be drunk the 
next instant, before the rare aroma 
has been dissipated. It is a mistake 
to think that good coffee must be 
boiled to blackness before it can b?2 
given the desired strength. Coffee 
thus made is in reality an injurious 
stimulant of the “dope” class. 

From Washington it is reported 
that by direction of the secretary of 
agriculture the bureau of plant indus- 
try is to take up at once experi- 
ments to determine the best manner 
in which to brew a cup cf coffee. 
F. W. Lewton, a specially trained 
expert, will direct the experiments, 
the purpose of the department being 
to teach the people how to make good 
coffee in the interest of public 
health and economy as well. We are 
becoming a race of neuropaths, large- 
ly because we drink too much bad 
coffee, and we have an idea that good 
coffee cannot be made from the 
cheaper Brazilian grades of the berry. 

The view of the department of ag- 
riculture is that a cup of coffee is 
good because of the manner in which 
it is brewed, rather than from the 
quality of the bean from which the 
beverage is made. It is pointed out 
that various conditions, apparently 
trivial in themselves, have to be taken 
into consideration in producing the 
true beverage. For insfance, in the 
process of roasting the beans may he 
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‘more or less damaged by heing under

idea] conditions in roasting. Again, 
the effects of water at various tem- 
peratures upon the ground coffee, and 
the proper period of infusion, wil).

coffee making, be thoroughly and ac- 
curately ascertained officially. The 
retention of caffeine, the active prin- 
ciple of cotfee, to which it owes its 
stimulating effects, and the elimina- 
tion of the caffeo-tannie and caffeic 
acids, which are not only injurious to 
health but communicate an unpleas- 
ant, bitter taste to the beverage 
will be, of course, the principal ob- 
jects. 

This is a practical experiment and 
its results ought to be beneficial to 
the American coffee drinker. When 
the conclusions of the department 
of agriculture are issued in the form 
of a bulletin on coffee making, the lit- 
tle document should be in the posses- 
sion of every American housewife.

In this connection it is interesting 
to see how the Canadians fail to warm 
any more to this and kindred Ameri- 
can suggestions of reciprocity. The 
Toronto World, a leading newspaper 
spokesman of the Dominion, says: 

Unfortunately for the Minneapolis 
millers who want our wheat, it is no 
part of the national policy of Canada 
to supply the raw materia] to make the 
mills of Minneapolis hum. The millers 
of the United States advocate a recipro- 
cal arrangement which will not be to 
the advantage of Canadian industry. 
The millions of bushels of wheat raised 
in the northwest every year will fur- 
nish employment for thousands of 
Canadian toilers, and it may be neces- 
sary for us, if the United States take 
off that duty on Canadian wheat, to 
levy an export duty in order that the 
raw material may be kept for our own 
mills. Let the millers of Minnepolis, if 
their wheat supply {s running. short, 
come over and establish plants to grind 
the raw materia] on Canadian soil. The 
Deerings. of Chicago and other large 
American manufacturers have found 
it worth while to lay down expensive 
plants in Canada, Our policy of protec- 
tion has barred their products, and in 
this respect it is ‘‘adequate.’’ We may 
require a little more ‘adequate’ pro- 
tection to compel the millers of the 
United States to seek and use up in 
Canada the raw material they are un- 
able to procure at home. In any case 
let Canada keep the profits the Min- 
neapoligs miliers long for within our own 
borders and for the benefit of her own 
people. 

What is tariff sauce for the Yankee 
goose is tariff sauce for the Cannuck 
gander, as our ultra-protectionist 
friends of the republican administra- 
tion at Washington are bound to ad- 
mit. Canada is to be admired for her 
new spirit of independence. She has 
made her last overtures for commer- 
cial justice with her big, overbearing 
neighbor, and henceforth will live 
within herself and seek the world’s 
markets for Canadian products free 
from tariff tribute. To this end the 
Dominion has already subsidized two 
great steamship lines on the Atlantic 
and Pacific for trade with Mexico and 
the Latin-American republics to the 
south. 

The tariff barons of the United 
States have overreached themselves 
in the case of Canada. Our manufac- 
turers might have practically monop- 
olized the Canadian market. The mill- 
ers of the northwest might have 
ground practically all the wheat of 
the boundless Manitoban plain. To all 
commercial] intents and purposes Can- 
ada might have been an American an- 
nex. But that day is passed forever. 
The “standpatters” have simply cut 
off their noses to spite their faces. 
Canada proposes to stand on the own 
bottom, and she is able to do so. 

The moral is obvious, and the ap- 
plication is not to Canada alone. We 
have had a similar experience with 
Cuba, and our shortsighted failure to 
enter into reciprocal agreements with 
other nations is telling against Amer» 
can trade in every quarter of the 
globe. 

In the meantime, the McKinley re- 
ciprocity treaties are moth-eaten in 
the pigeon-holes of the United States 
senate. 

Will Mr. Roosevelt, with an admin- 
istration of his very own, see that 
these treaties, or similar ones, are 
ratified ?

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS } 


ATEHOUSD officials join with the 

people all over the state in re- 

joicing that politics is now a thing 
of the past for a period at least of al- 
most two years. It is expected that af- 
fairs will now resume a normal with 
nothing to disturb their serenity until 
it is time for new candidates to appear 
in the field.

It is seldom indulged in when there is 
a newspaper man around, and if such 
should happen to be the case, 
warned that it is not for publication. 


One suggestion that has been brought 
prominently to the front as the result 
of the two elections held this year, state 
and national, is that Georgia should fol-

Advocates of the same election date 
for both assert that two elections com- 
ing so close together are largely respon- 
sible for the apathy on the part of 
democrats such as was manifested both 
in the state and national elections of 
this year.

ILLINOIS PLOWING MATCHES. 


Unique Institutions That Have Made 
Good Farmers and Housekeepers. 


(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

Hundreds of proficient young house- 
keepers got their first lessons in the art 
from the competitive drill of two plow- 
ing matches near Chicago. One of these 
institutions has just held its twenty- 
seventh annual match, and the other, 
the offspring of the former, is now ten 
years old, and has just had a successful 
meeting. The first one is the Wheat- 
land plowing match, located in Wheat- 
land township, Will county, and the 
other is the Big Rock Plowing Match 
Association, located in Big Rock town- 


|ship, Kane county. 


Both of these organizations were 
started by the pioneers of their respec- 
tive counties—country gentlemen of the 
old school, The work was undertaken 
in each case for the purpose of en- 
couraging boys and men to turn a tur- 
row with such a degree of proficiency 
as to class it among the accomplish- 
ments of an artisan. Some of the best 
plowmen of the great agricultural 
fields of the west and northwest got 
their first lessons in plowing in one or 
the other of these Illinois institutions, 
the like of which there is said to be 
nothing in this country. 

The matches were hardly started be- 
fore the women took a hand. They es- 
tablished in connection with the matches 
a fair at which were exhibited products 
of the needle and the kitchen. 
same day cash prizes were awarded for 
the best plowing with walking, sulky 
or gang plows to men and boys, and 
to young women for the best work in 
sewing and embroidery and in cooking, 
baking and preserving. 

The men provided for the prizes in the 
plowing matches by raising the money 
among them, and the women accumu- 
lated a fund by cooking and baking for 
a @inner to be served on the grounds. 
Over $5,000 thas been paid in prizes 
by the older organization, and in like 
proportion by the younger match, In or- 
der to show the high standard that was 
set for the plowmen, it is only necessary 
to state that the land is marked off 
with the precision that a tailor uses 
in cutting a garment.
